The Rights of Others. 


If parents would toach their children 


to respect each other's lights under all 
circumstances, society would be bur- 
dened with few of those men whom we 
now meet daily, and who deliberately 
prey upon the folly or weakness of others. 
There are some children that seem to 
have no sense of "mine or thine," but 
borrow at pleasure what they want, ap- 
propriate to their own use what belongs 
to other members of the family, make 
sharp bargains, cut off the corners in a 
trade, and consider themselves only 
"smart" and praiseworthy when they 
have over-reached or outwitted their fel- 
lows. Unfortunately, in many such in- 
stances, tho patent rejoices rather than 
mourns that "that child seems to have a 
faculty of taking care of himself." 
Let 


as sketch what seems to us an ideal con- 
dition in a family as to the principle of 
"mine and thine." Each member of 
the family has his own personal belong- 
ings, and these are sacred to him 
alone. No other member meddles there- 
with. His treasures are not inspected 
even or appropriated by any one but 
himself. If "he have a room by himself, 
that room is safe from intrusion; no 
locks nor keys are needed to guard him 
nor his from impertinent and officious 
meddling. 
Nevertheless, the parents' 


oversight never fails; and they revise all 
bargains and agreements made between 
their children, so that the elder may not 
take advantage of the younger, or the 
sharp of the dnll, so that each one shall 
have an " even chance" with the rest. 
The laws of equity govern parental de- 
ciaions and secure to each child justice. 
With such training at home, there ia 
little danger that these young peo- 
ple will develops into over-reaching, av- 
aricious men and women. 


Pillar Saints. 


Among the fretkb that Ltivt? possessed 


men of a rigid order of faith in tirces 
past, nothing IB so remarkable* as that of 
anchorites who, with a view to separat- 
ing themselves more completely from 
earth and fellow men, took up their abode 
on the tops of pill are, where t!uw stood 
for years without coming down™xposed 
to all the variations ot climate and 
weather. This happened chieflvin Syria, 
end they were known as Pi'lar Saiute. 
The earliest and most celebrated of them 
was a monk who lived in the beginning 
of the filth century, known as Simon of 
Stylite, from ttilos, a column. He had 
bred secluded in a monastery nine years, 
without leaving his narrow cell, when it 
appeared to him that he was enjoying 
too much luinry for one of his pious 
profession, and that his example was 
therefore bad. So he built» pillar, on 
the top of which, only three feet in di- 
ameter, he took up bis position. But 
this didn't suit him, owing perhaps to the 
ease with which he could stand there 
after getting a little accustomed to it, 
and he removed from pillar to post, each 
pillar a little higher than its predeces- 
sor, until finally he attained an altitude 
of about sixty feet, on a pillar, where he 
spent thirty-seven ycajs of his life. To 
increase the seventy .of the ordeal, he 
wore an iron chain around bis neck all 
this while, and during the recitation of 
his prayers bent his body no that hia 
forehead touched his feet. It is said 
that on account of an ulcer that had 
formed on one of hia legs, he was com- 
pelled during the last year of his life to 
etand-on one foot, and' that in this posi- 
tion he died, aged 72 years. How he got 
his nourishment np there ia a mystery to 
ntif it wasn't to bora. So great was his 
fame that crowds of people flocked to 
see him, awp trom foreign countries. It

PreblMorU American*. 


[Now YorkTimea.! 


In a lecture before the New York 


Academy of Science, on the prehistoric 
races of the American Continent, Pro- 
fessor John S. Newberry furnished, per- 
haps, the finest and most lucid summary 
that has yet been given of the preuent 
state of our verified scientific informa- 
tion as to the mound builders, the house 
builders, the Aztecs of the South, and 
the condition of the arts of civilization 
among these representatives of lost 
types. 
So many ingenious scientific 


romances have been elaborated by 
speculative antiquaries as to the origin 
af these races, and their possible relation 
to the prehistoric types of the Old 
World, that such a resume as Dr. New- 
berry gave of what is actually ascertained 
or Jairly inferable from the data of 
mounds, pottery, inscriptions, textile 
fabrics, and other remains, is peculiarly 
valuable to the general student, who, 
bewildered 
by 
speculative 
theories 


oleverly interlaced with ficts, and sadly 
puzzled by remote inference stated as 
verified information, finds himself with- 
jut a starting point for the formation 
3f nn opinion. While not sharing in the 
fanatic enthusiasm that places these 
races in advance of the contemporary 
sivilizations of the prehistoric races of 
Europe and Asia, and while taking no 
port in the endeavor to trace a relation 
between them, Dr. Newberry concedes 
their progress in certain arts and the 
magnificent scale upon wlucli their 
public works were constructed. He re- 
gards the mound builders of the Valley 
of the Mississippi, among whom the 
symbolical form appears to ha\c been 
aeglected in the constiuctiou of their 
works of sepulture, and the raoes turther 
West who bnilt in the forms of birds 
ind now extinct annuals, at belonging 
to the same primitive stock, now prob- 
ibly represented by a tew tribes of Wust- 
3m Indians—Indians so called for want 
ji a better name, but differing in ances- 
tral descent from the savage hoides to 
whom that term lias been appropriated 
is widely as the Arab difleis from the 
Persian. 
Untortnuately tor science, 


ind, perhaps, for Dr. Newberr.v's view 
af the subject, the remains ot textile 
fabrics that were bnricd in the mounds 
have been destroyed by time and damp- 
ness, with the exception of a few shreds, 
which have been preserved by the salts 
of copper generated by the utensils with 
which they were originally interred. 
These shreds are not sufficient to estab- 
lish an identity ot design between the 
textile products ot the mound builders 
Mid the eundus blankets manufactured 
by certain house builJing tribes eitant 
at the present day. Evidences derived 
from physical stiuctnre aie, however, by 
no means to be disregarded in such 
cases, and here the testimony is strikingly 
in favor of the hypothesis that the de- 
scendants ot the mound bnildois aie to 
be sought in certain types of so-called 
Indians in the tar West. Di. Newberry 
has made a largo and valuable collection 
of the textile fabrics bearing upon the 
question, and it is a diugnlnr fact that 
the distaff in tiso among these tribes 
and the mode of weaving are exactly 
identical with those of the ancient rnees 
of the Old World. One must not be 
misled by such coincidences, winch, 
though striking and curious, are, like 
philological analogies and resemblances 
of root words, to say nsthing of designs 
in the decoration of" pottery, insufficient 
grounds for the assertion of a theory. 
If, as piehistoric geographers contend, 
the area now occupied by the Indian 
Ocean was once the seat of a densely 
populated continent, it is very possible 
that some historical relation may be 
finally made out between the primitive 
races of the great continents on the sur- 
face of the globe, but at the piesent 
juncture, as Dr. Newberiy shows, there 
IB not even sufficient basis for the most 
shadowy impression to that effect.

The rain damaged much merchan- 


dise and lasted forty minutes. Three 
hundred dwellings were unroofed 
and damaged; not a single tree is 
left standing and thousands of trees 
are twisted off. Three large brick 
school houses are in ruins. Our col- 
lege buildings escaped, being pro- 
tected by a fine grove of trees in the 
campus, which are all down. Only 
two persons are reported killed, a 
mother and son named Scott, who 
live near the city, but none were se- 
riously injured in town. The insane 
hospital with CO inmates, in the track 
of the storm, is not damaged.

loss at Mt. Pleasant is above $150,- 
000. 
Fifty freight cars standing on 


the track one mile east of Mt Pleas- 
ant were careened upon the main 
line, and a C. B. & Q. freight collid- 
ing with them wrecked them com- 
pletely. Engineer L. M. Parmeter 
was slightly injured. 


GRINSELL, Iowa, June 19.—The 


storm was the old-fashioned funnel 
shape in tb.e beginning, and came on 
with a roar and deafening clash. It 
first struck Kelly Station, 40 miles 
west of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad, and did much damage, 
already known, before reaching Grin- 
nell, where it did its deadliest and 
most destructive work. It struck 
the town about 8 p. ru. People saw 
it frilly five minutes before it came, 
and were almost panic stricken. The 
storan seemed to have explosive force 
not unfrequentiy carrying out one 
side or end of a house; within a 
space of 20 feet one house would be 
thrown to the east and another to 
tlie west Most of the buildings were 
crushed like egg shells and reduced 
to splinters. All who had cellars 
were in them, and of those who were 
only one was killed. The greatest 
loss of life was where people re 
mained in the house. It took a 
sweep about 1,000 feet wide and 
mowed everything to the ground, 
leaving but a portion of half a dozen 
houses on a territory of ten blocks, 
which were before covered with the 
finest residences in the city; also the 
homes of many well-to-do mechanics. 
Over 100 were laid waste, and of 
them almost nothing remains. They

That Alleged Map of Illinois. 


We have been presented by Hall & 


Hostettler, of the Becatnr Herald, with a 
copy of their premium map of Illinois, 
which would have been right handy to 
have around six or eight years ago.— 
The counties are no doubt properly 
placed by the publisher, Mr. Tunison, of 
Baltimore, Mel, but in naming the rail- 
roads there are many glaring discrepan- 
cies, and we wonder that the Herald 
folks accepted the alleged correct pro- 
duction. The Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific 
Railway is put down as the "T., W. & 
W.;" the Champaign branch of the 
Wabash as .the "Decatur & Monticello;" 
the P., D.& E. as the "D., S. & M.;" the 
"Pekin Division of the T, W. & W," and 
soon. A stranger in these parts looking 
at the map to locate the Wabash road 
would be at sea, and would, sooner or 
later, become disgusted. We will say in 
this connection that Mr. Tunison's agent 
at Jacksonville first came to the REPUB- 
LICAN office when he arrived in Decatur 
with samples of this same "Map of Illi- 
nois," and endeavored to induce the pub- 
lishers of this paper to take hold of the 
chromo scheme; but on inspecting the 
map we noted the errors alluded to above, 
and then told the agent that the map 
was out of date and a fraud.

Increased Pensions. 


A late Washington dispatch SBJ-S: 
Scores of letters are received daily 


by members of the senate pensions 
committee in relation to the bill tlmt 
recently passed the honse, increasing 
the rate of pensions to soldiers and 
sailors who lost an arm or a leg in 
the service, to 140 per month. The 
committee has.the bill under consid- 
eration, but may not conclude to act 
on it during the present session of 
congress. Mr. Dudley, the commis- 
sioner of pensions, at the request of 
Senator Mitchell, has addressed a 
letter to the committee on Pensions, 
explaining the scope and effect of 
the proposed law. 
It was asserted 


in the brief debate which preceded 
the passage of the bill that its cost 
would be only in the neighborhood 
of $100,000 per annum. Commis- 
sionqr Dudley said: "The data in my 
possession enable me to give you a 
very close and intelligent estimate of 
the full cost, which I submit here 
for your information: Number who 
have lost one arm, 5,131; mimbei 
who have lost one leg, 4,722; num- 
ber who have lost one arm and one 
leg, 20. As the two 
first-mentioned 


receive a pension of $18 and $24 pei 
month according to the point of am- 
putation, the main increase in the 
rate of the 9,853 would be $19 per 
month, or an increased annual value 
of $2,246,454. The twenty pension- 
ers who have lost one hand and one 
foot wonld be increased only $4 pel 
month, or an annual value of $960 
making the increased annual value 
on the roll for amputation, $2,247, 
444." 
Referring to equivalent disa 


bilities the commissioner says: "The 
500 pensioners who now receive 
$31.25 and $36 per month respect 
ively would involve a net increase to 
the roll of $50,000; 7,000 pensioner 
who are in receipt of $24. a like in 
crease of $4,344,000; and'the 8,14( 
pensioners who are receiving eacl 
$8 a month, a like increase in vain 
of $2,148,960. The total increase o 
the annual value of the roll woul 
•be $3,542,960. It will be seen tha 
the bill cost $5,790,400." The com 
missioner thinks five or six years 
work by the pension office will b 
required to settle the claims of thos 
entitled to the increase and the in 
vestigatiug of tho claims of appli 
cants not entitled to the benefit o 
the proposed law. 
He recommend 


that, if the bill should pass, a provis 
should be inserted in tho bill tha 
claims pending before tho Imrea 
should have the precedence in adjn 
dication to those proposed in thobil
